(a) whether it is a fact that T. T. Devasthanams authorities 
have failed to provide facilities for Arjithasevas to Sri Varu, by the 
devotees, during Brahmotsava festival held in 1964-6*5; 

(b) what is the amount of loss to the Devasthanams ; and 

(<?) who are the persons responsible for such loss and what is the 
action taken against them by the Government? 

The Chief Minister : (Sri K. Brahmananda Beddy) : — (a) During 
the last Brahmotsavam the Sarva Darsanam was commenced 
at 7 or 7-30 a.m. and closed by 7 ox 7-30 p.m. allowing full 
twelve hours exclusively to the huge concourse of pilgrims that 
congregated in Tirumala. In doing so, the sale of tickets during 
Arjitha Sevas had to be given up to save time and in order to provide 
Sarva Darsanam to all the pilgrims without delay. If the sale of tickets 
for Arjitha Sevas had been continued in the Brahmotsavam, nearly five 
to six thousand common pilgrims would have been subjected to delay 
of darsanam facilit ies. 

(b) There has been no loss to the'Devasthanam. On the other 
hand there has been an over- all increase in the total collections when 
compared to the previous year.

Some of these Information Centres are managed by the persons 
appointed by- Tirumalai-Tirupathi Devasthanams and part-time 
workers. Philanthropic gentlemen are running the information centres 
at Davangare and Tiruchirapalli without any commitment to, the 
T. T. Devasthanams. The information centre at Delhi is, under the 
charge of the Principal, S. V. College, New Delhi and* thfe- Centre at 
Bomoay is being managed without any remuneration by the Manager, 
Sriuivasa Temple, Bana$w$di, ; / 
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(b) 'The Information Centres are mainly intended to publicise 
the activities of T. T. D. and to give all information regarding the faci- 
lities, the nature of sevas and the festivals that take place in the temples 
of T. T. Devasthanams, etc., to the pilgiims that are visiting Tirupathi 
Tirumala and Tirushunoor. Advance reservation for accommodation 
at Tirupathi can be made in these Centres. Pictures and Publications 
of Turumala-Tirupathi Devasthanams are made available for sale in 
these centres. Annual Stfprabhatham competitions are conducted 
in some of these centres and token prizes are awarded to young boys 
and .girls, who participate in large numbers, for inculcating faith in 
God among them. Weekly religious discourses and Bhajans are also 
arranged for the benefit of local residents.

£n Jf . Bmhmananda Reddy : — A rehired Deputy Director of Agricul- 
ture was appointed as Superintendent, S. V. Dairy Farm, Tirupati. 
1 he Dairy farm consists of 200 acres withll irrigation wells ai d there is 
scope for large-scale production of food-grains besides fodder required 
for the cattle in the dairy Farm. On account of the non-development 
on agricultural side, there has been avoidable wastage of funds on the 
purchase of fodder to the extent of Rs. 1,80,000 per year. Considering 
that an officer of the Agriculture Department would be more suitable 
for the post of Superintendent of the Farm, the Board of Trustees in 
their resolution No, 512 dated 8-5-1964 decided to appoint Sri A. B.

Mr. Deputy Speaker',— 1 associate myself with the resolutions 
moved by the Leader of the House and the sentiments expressed by 
members. Sri Dawar Hussain had placed all his services at the dis- 
posal of the Congress at a time when the erstwhile Hyderabad State 
was in a disturbed condition and in distress. At a time when the name 
of the Congress could not be voiced amongst the people, these were the 
stalwarts who just came forward and without fear or favour worked 
for the upliftment of the masses through Congress organization. One 
can imagine the fate of these people during that Rafcakar period. With 
boldness they came forward and worked for the national cause. Had 
they not worked for Congress, anybody could imagine that their eco- 
nomic condition would have been hundred times better. As mentioned 
by my friend, the economic condition of Sri Dawar Hussain was such 
that he wanted some support of the Government even after his tenure 
as MX. A. That was the condition. Stalwarts like him did not look 
for the economic progress of theirs, but looked more for the national 
upliftmeat of the country. His death was really a surprise to me. 
A few days before, I was with him at the National Relief to Unemploy- 
ment Committee. He was quite hale and healthy. There was no 
sign of any such bad news coming overnight. As I said, a day or two 
before his death, he was associating with us in the delibrations 
of a committee of relief to unemployed and so sudden was the news 
which came to us one fine morning that he passed, away by heart 
attack that we could not come to his rescue nor couldmedical aid save 
him. Any way, big stalwarts like this have left us just not to moan 
their loss but to think twice as to how we should emulate the line that 
they have left for us. So, along with others, I associate myself with 
the resolutions moved regarding Sri Dawar Hussain and Sri S.L. Sastri. 
I wish peace for their souls and request the members to 'stand for two 
minutes in silence in their memory.

SriT* Ratnawmy \ Mr. Speaker, Sir, I beg to make the 
following statement : 

In order to facilitate the smooth flow of chemical fertilizers and to 
ei&iire proper utilisation of manure, Government sanctioned a com- 
piebcasive scheme in March 1984 providing credit facilities to the far- 
m&%, S^onal agricultural operational loans are usually sanctioned 
*if*?X ie,fB ' of . <JCH> ^ tiv ^ <*e<Ut societies tor fcnanqing their agri* 

- V'cyystioas. Under the scheme sanctioned by Government* 
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a portion of the Joan equivalent to 30% in irrigated areas and 15% 
in dry areas will be disbursed to farmers in kind. Thus a part of the 
loan is being disbursed in the form of fertilizers with a view to induce 
the farmers to make larger use- of manures. 

With reference to the instructions issued by the Government m 
March 1964, deductions are being made by the co-operative central 
banks in respect of S.xi.O. loans to the extent of fertilizer content of 
the loans. So long as the fertilizers were available in adequate quan- 
tities, no difficulty was experienced in disbursing the fertilizer content 
of loans, but on account of the acute supply position of fertilizers this 
year it has been found difficult to disburse the fertilizer part of some 
loans. On representations made against the existing procedure, the 
Registrar of Co-operative So3ieties issued instructions recently, i,c. 
o:i 16-4-1935, liberalising the procedure relating to disbursement of 
loans in kind. According to these instructions, co-operative societies 
are empowered to disburse the fertilizer portion of the S.A.O. loans to 
members in cash to enable them to purchase other manures elsewhere 
in cases where there are no stocks with the disbursing societies on the 
strength of a certificate issued by the Registrar of Fertilizers to the 
effect that stocks are not available. 

Government have approved the liberalised procedure introduced 
by the Registrar. According to the existing procedure, the pattern 
of distribution by a society to cultivators in the villages attached to 
it will be decided by the Block Level Committee consisting of the 
President of the Panchayat Samithi, Block Development Officer, the 
Extension Officer (Agriculture) and the Extension Officer (Co-opera- 
tion). This will ensure co-ordination between the Co-operation and 
Panchayat Raj Wings of the administration. At the conference of 
the District Collectors and the Chairmen of the Zilla Parishads held 
from 16th to 18th July, this subject was discussed. It was agreed 
that the societies should sell fertilizers on the permits issued by the 
Village Level Workers based on the acreage, irrigation, crops etc. in 
order to ensure equitable distribtuion of fertilizers within the Blocks. 
With the issue of these instructions, co-ordination between the two 
wings, Co-operation and Panchayat Raj, will be more effective.
